Both of thosc Japaneso-American mochanics recently 
r.located to Dos Moinos to work for Chambors Motor 
bf that city. Setisfactory work was dono by tho man 
but soon "objections" were voicod by somo of the gar- 
age workers. Chambers callel a meeting af his employees 


and left it up to the men as to whether tho Japarese~ ' 


Americans would be allowed to work or not. Tae A en
